At present, such Jands) 
may be filed upon under the ¢ttise ot} 
homesteads, bute after the removal of | 
the timbers—and possibly an attempt | 
at farming, foredoomed to failure) 
the lands are abandoned, usually in a) 
completely denuded and burmged-over} 
condition, and revert to the state, A 
much better policy would unquestion-| 
ably be to restrict agricultural settle: | 
ment to lands clearly suitable for 
that purpose, and retain the noa- 
agricultural lands for permanent for- 
est production. 

The same problem arises in many 
parts of Canada, in a similar way, 
Previously, there was no direction of) 
agricultural settlement, and, as a re) 
sult, much non-agricultural timb:+ 
land was taken up under the home- 
stead laws.

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Ancient Method of Printing in Chin 

Chinese hold that the art & print- 
ing was discovered in China about fif- 
ty years before the Christian era. Un- 
til the discovery of the art of paper- 
making, A.D, 95, they printed on silk 
or cloth cut in the form of leaves, 
The method employed to his day by 
many: native Chinese printers is sub- 
stantially as follows: 

No printing press is used; the deli- 
cate nature of the Chinese paper will 
not admit of it. When the blocks are 
engraved, the paper is cut and the ‘1k 
is ready, one man with his brush 
prints a large number of sheets in 4 
day. The block to be printed must be 
placed perfectly level and secured 
firmly. The printer has. two brushes, 
one of them stiffer than the other, 
which he can hold in his hand and 
use at either end. He dips it into the 
ink and rubs the block with it, tak- 
ing care not to moisten it too much 
or leave it too dry. If it were wetted 
too much the characters would be 


rslurred! if too little, they would not 


print. 

When once the block is got into the 
proper condition he can print three or 
four impressions without dipping his 
brush into the ink again. 

The second brush is used to rub 
over the paper with a small degree of | 
pressure, that it may take the impres- 
sion. This it does easily, for, not be- 
ing sized with alum, it receives the 
ink the instant {t comes in. contact 
with it. 

It is only necessary that the brush} 
should be passed over every part of | 
the sheet with a greater or smaller de- 
gree of pressure and repeated in pro- 
porition as the printer finds there is 
more or less ink upon the block,

Burning Bank Notes 

A bank note’s life averages sixty- 
three days... Once the Bank of Eng- 
land receives a note back from the 
public it is never put into circulation 
again. The moment it is accepted 
across the counter the cashier's sig-} 
nature is torn off. At the end of one 
day a heap of signatures weighint 
twenty pounds has sometimes accum- 
ulated. 
The mutilated notes are kept at! 
the bank for five years, and are then! 
burnt tn a furance, This expensive 
bonfire consumes 420,000 notes per! 
week, and the five years’ supply of} 
redeemed notes waiting to be burat; 
totals about 90,000,000. To balance; 
this, however, 60,000 notes are print: | 
ed daily, and the value of the notes, 
in circulation at any one time is rar 
ly less than thirty million sterling, 

Fourteen different ways of distin- 
guishing a good note from a forgery | 


are known to the bank officials, but | 
some of these tests are carefully! 
guarded, and are. not divulged even 
to the cashiers of other banks. The 
quality of the paper and the water- 
mark provide the simplest basis, The 
papermaking has always been in the 
hands of one particular firm, and! 
great precautions are taken to keep! 
its composition secret. A cashier can 
tell a genuine note in the dark, sim- 
ply by the feel of it. The note’s edges 
also provide a good test. Three are; 
rough and one smooth, the reason be-| 
ing that banknotes are printed in} 
couples and separated by a guillotine} 
afterwards. One .of the bottom cor- 
ners of tle notes is also thinner than 
the other.—Tit-Bits,

| Canadian iron ore resources have 
not been developed sufficiently to sup- 
ply home demands—-iu fact, since 1896 
Canadian blast furnaces and steel 
plants have become more and more 
dependent upon supplies of iinported 
ores. The total shipments of iron ores 
in 1912 from mines in Canada were 
216,888 tons, whereas blast furnaces 
consumed a total of 2,090,758 tons, 
and steel furnaces consumed 43,006 
tons, Although the shipments from 
iron ore mines were slightly higher 
than in 1911, they are, with the ex- 
ception of the previous year, the low- 
,@at that have been recorded in thir- 
teen years, aud amount to less than 
10 per cent. of the year’s require- 
Ments of blast ann steel furnaces, 
Mr. J. J. Carrick, M.P, f6r Port 
Arthur, in asking the Dominion Gov-

Manufacturers Have Been Alding 
Western Shippers in Fight

The Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation submitted the shortest brief 
en record th the “Tentoue- Westeru 
freight rates recently at Ottawa. 
Its brevity was not due to lack of in- 
terest, however, as the manufacturers 
through their traffic expert have been 
in the forefront for lower freight rates 
in the West for years, Their state- 
ment as filed by J. E. Walsh, Manager 
Trausportation Department, Pead as 
follows: 

In view of the fact that the evt- 
dence in this case is of the most 
comprehensive character and covers 
the interests of all parties represented, 
it is unnecessary for the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association to state 
{ts views, except in the most general 
way, as follows: 

1, We believe that all freight rates 
should bear as lightly as possible 
upon the producer, and this especially 
because of the fact that all the coun:

This, and the way to 
accomplis. it, is interesting news, 
and the very adoption, of suck a 
slogan as 10,000,000 in ten years is a 
splendid goal to aim for. 

Providing the men and women of

SERUM FOR PNEUMONIA FOUND 


Rockefeller Institute Makes Import- 
ant Announcement of New 
Cure 

Discovery of a specific serum for 
the treatment of lobar pneumonia 
has been ‘announced by the Rocke- 
feller Institute for medica! reseach, 
In a statement sent to physicians, the 
institute announces that it has pre- 
pared to treat patients suffering from 
the disease in acute form. Results -f£ 
experiments indicate the efficiency of 
the discovery in lowering themortal- 
ity from this malady, the statement 
says. 

Tke work of evolving the serum 
out of many experimenta: - cultures 
was under the direction of Dr. Cole, 
medical director, and has been in 
progress for the past three years. For 
the preparation of the serum a cul- 
ture of the germs is prepared for 
injection into the blood of a healthy 
animal, the rorse being used in this 
case. 

Coincidentaily it was announced 
from Bellevce hospital that a pneu- 
monia serum, developed in its labora- 
tory, was recently used successfully 
upon a staff physician of that institu- 
n. 


West's First Flax Factory 


The appalling waste of yaluable 
flax fibre each vea: is emphasized n 
the slatemect that, in 1914, the flox 
fields of the west have produced over 
two million tons of flax straw, repre- 
senting four hundred thousand tons 
of fibre, and that all of this wealth 
of raw material is now in ashes and 
scattered to the four corners of those 
broad western plains, 

There is, however, ope little spot 
on the plains where flax straw is net 
regarded as rubbish, to be burned and 
got rid of as soon as the harvest is 
over. Away southwest of Saskatoon, 
on the Goose Lake branch of the 
Canadian Northern, at the bright lit- 
tle town of Rosetown, flax straw {s 
being used for purposes of manufac- 
ture in the first flax factory to be 
established anywhere in Western

He referred t» the wonderful develop- 
ment of the west in the forty-two 
years of his experience of it; when 
Winnipeg had only 1,100 people, and 
the district between that post “and 
Victoria, was known on the map as 
the American desert. 

Urban deeviopment, however, had 
been far in advance of agricultural 
development. This brought the peo- 
ple of the west to face resulting éon- 
ditions. The “hot-air” period had 
passed, and the problem to be solved 
at the present time Was that of agri- 
cultural development for laying per- 
manently, the foundation of the ;Wes- 
tern Canada to be as optimists lookeg 
forward to it. The solution of this 
problem had developed a new policy 


with the C.P.R. Up to two. years ago} 


they were merely sellers of land. Now 
they were colonizérs, in that!no land 
was sold without an obligation that 
residence should be taken’ up and 
agricultural operations undertaken. 
How to get the people was the pro- 
blem. 
Difficulties in Europe 

In the British Isles there was small 
opportunity for obtaining the desirel 
agricultural immigration. In Europe 
the policy was handicapped in that, ‘9 
get the class of {mmigrants, the com- 
pany had to meet with testrictions by 
the authorities. Holland, Denmark 
aud Belgium were practically the 
only countries open. In Germany and 
Austria an immigration policy was 
t.ade imposstble. In Norway it was 
limited, and in Swede: prohibited. 
The company had, therefore, in fact 
only the field of the United States, 
entirely available. 

Mr. Dennis dwelt on the . import- 
ance of irrigated lands and the neces- 
sity for individtal effort in’ prevent: 
ing any of the wrong impression 
which carried against them. It! was 
difficult to obtain immigrants from 4r- 
rigated areas and 60 per cent. of the 
farmers, who came over from, the 
United States knew, nothing about fr-! 
rigated areas. 

Encourage Mixed Farming 

The speaker urged the necessity on} 
boards of trade. of enlisting the sym-~+ 
pathy and working with the farmers 
as the only means for the desired de- 
velopment. To encourage mixed farm- 
ing was the soluticn «of the'tagriatt- 
tural problem, and to this end ine 
C.P.R, ti its ready-made farm polity 
extended purchase payments to twen- 
ty years and advancédt’’$1,060 “worth 
of live: stock to tliose ‘who ‘Intendel 
going in for extensive farming.

Soo Locks Busier Than Panama 
No less than 72 million tons of 
freight passed through the locks of 
Sault Ste. Marie, on the Great Lakes 
last year. These locks, which con- 
nect Lake Superior with the lower 
lakes are. now a feature of our in- 
land navigation system, for through 
them passes nearly 75 per cent. of the 
entire lake traffic. 

To increase the facilities for hand- 
ling the traffic un the American side, 
a lock of excepticnal size is; under 
construction, as an addition to the 
two existing locks, while excavation 
has been,commenced for a fourth

The traffic to be handled is enor- 
mous, and navigation is stopped by

It Jays a 
single egg, but has no nest, the par- 
ents each taking turns to hold the 
egg on the top of their upturned feet, 
which a flap of feathers and skin 
covers. 

The migratory habits of penguins 
are interesting, as they are flightless 
birds and seem to be entirely aquatic 
in habits. The collection in the Scot- 
tish Zoological park is said to be ab- 
solutely unique and to have no equal 
in any other zoological park or gar- 
den in the world.

To illustrate the success attained 
by orchestral concerts ir New York, 
the speaker cited statistics of the 
number of concerts and attendance 
in one year, Of S00 entertainments, 
700 were band concerts, 
Was an attendance of 1,000,000 and 
the most significant feature of this 
Was that °00,000 of that number were 
present at the concerts where ar- 
chestras interpreted the music of the 
masters. 

Emphasizing the pageant as a 
means of advancing the higher forms 
of music, Mr. Farwell told of a pre- 
sentation in the town of Mediren, 
New Hampshire. The pageant was 
built around the Puritans overcoming 
the aspect of the stern life of the na- 
tives.

tieth milestone of his l‘fe’s journey. 
Sirce his retirement from active ser-, 
vice six years ago General Greely 
las made his residence in Washing: ° 
ton, D.C. Much of his ti:ne, however, 
has been spent in the study of avia- 
tion, military affairs and geography 
and kindred sciences. ° f ee. 

More than thirty years ago General 
Greely attracted world-wide attention 
by a polar expedition, of which he 
Was the chief. The expediti.. sailed 
northward in 1881, It? contained 25° 
members, of whom only seven came 
back. Two relief expelitions failed‘ 
to find the Greely party, and - then 
finally rescued by the third  expedi- 
tion, sent under command of pt. 
Winfield Scott ‘Schley, the-sarvivors 
of the party were nearly crazed with 
hunger.
